Leader and Two Companions, Sur- 
rounded in Cave, Commit Suicide 
After Woman Is Murdered. 


JOHANNESBURG, Union of South 
Africa, Sept. 17.—The gang of desperados 
under the leadership of a man named 
Jackson, who indirectlp were the cause 
of the killing of Gen. Jacobus Hendrick 
de la Rey, the noted Boer general, came 
to a dramatic end today. They took 
refuge in a cave on East Rand, which 
the police surrounded and called upon 
them to surrender.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—Germany 
has suggested informally that the United 
States undertake to elicit from Great 
Britain, France, and Russia a statement 
of the terms under which the allies would 
make peace. 

The suggestion was made by the im- 
perial chancellor, Von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, to Ambassador Gerard at Berlin as 
a result of an inquiry sent by the Amer- 
ican government to learn whether Em- 
peror William was desirous of discussing 
peace, as Count Von Bernetorff, the Ger- 
man ambassador, and Oscar Straus re- 
cently had reported. 

No reply was made by Emperor William 
himself nor did the imperial chancellor 
indicate whether or not he spoke on behalf 
of his monarch. 


Cables Chancellor’s Remarks. 

Ambassador Gerara cabled President 
Wilson the chancellor's remarks from 
recollection, which were substantially as 
follows: 

Germany was appreciative of the Amer- 
ican government’s interest and offer f 
services in trying to make peace. Ger- 
many did not want war, but it wasic:ced 
to fight. Even if Germany defeats i rance 
it must likewise vanquish both Great 
Britain and Russia, as all three have 
made an agreement not to make peace 
except by common consent. Similarly 
England has announced through Premier 
Asquith and its diplomats and news- 
papers that it intended to fight to the limit 
of its endurance. 

In view of that determination on the 
part of Great Britain the United States 
ought to get proposals of peace from the 
allies. Germiny could accept only a last- 
ing peace, one that would make its peo- 
ple secure against future attacks. Toac- 
cept mediation now would be interpreted 
by the allies as a sign of weakness on the 
part of Germany and would be misunder- 

stood by the German people, who, having 
made great sacrifices, had the right to 
demand guarantees of security. 


Gerard Is Optimistic. 

The above is all that Ambassador Ger- 
ard communicated as to his conversation. 
He added only the brief comment that 
he, himself, thought. the way might pos- 
sibly be opened to mediation. 

President Wilson did not regard the 
message, however, as bringing anything 
tangible. He referred to the chancellor's 
conversation as noncommittal and inci- | 
dental to the acknowledgement of the 
American government's inquiry. 

The president indicated that he rather 
expected a reply to the inquiry to be sent 
eventually from the emperor himself. 


Waits for Another Message. 

President Wilson took no action asa 
result of the message, waiting to hear 
from Ambassador Gerard whether any- 
thing of a more formal character could 
be obtained by him which the United 
States might communicate to Great Brit- 
ain, France, and Russia.

ONDON, Sept. 17.—A large number 

of British authors, including nearly 

all those of world wide fame, issued 

tonight the following declaration 
concerning the*war: 

“The undersigned writers, comprising 
among them men and women of the most 
divergent political and social views, some 
of them having been for years ardent 
champions of good will toward Germany, 
and many being extreme advocates of 
peace, nevertheless have agreed that 
Great Britain could not, without dishonor, 
have refused to take part in the present 
war. 

“No one can read the full diplomatic 
correspondence published in the White 
Paper without seeing that the British rep- 
resentatives were, throughout, laboring 
wholeheartedly to preserve the peace of 
Europe, and that their conciliatory ef- 
forts were cordially received by both 
France and Russia. 

‘“* When the efforts failed, Great Britain 
still had no direet quarrel with any power. 
She eventually was compelled to take up 
arms because with France, Germany, and 
Austria, she had solemnly pledged her- 
self to maintain the neutrality of Belgium. 
As soon es danger to that neutrality 
arose, she questioned both Germany end 
France as to their intentions. 


* 

„ France immediately renewed her 
pledge not to violate Belgian neutrality. 
Germany refused to answer, and oon 
made an answer needless by her action. 
Without even @ pretense of grievance 
against Belgium, she made war on the 
weak, unoffending kingdom she had un- 
dertaken to protect, and has since carried 
out her invasion with calculated and in- 
genious ferocity which has raised other 
questions no less grave than the one of 
wilful disregard of treaties. 

“When Belgium in her dire need ap- 


pealed to Great Britain to carry out her 
pledge this country’s course was clear. 
She had either to break faith, letting the 
sanctity of her treaties and the rights of 
small nations count for nothing before a 
threat of naked force, or she had to fight. 

“She did not hesitate. We trust she 
will not lay down her arms until Bel- 
gium's integrity io restored and her 
wrongs redressed. Our treaty with Bel- 
gium made our @uty clear, but many of 
us feel that even if Belgium had not been 
involved it would have been impossible 
for Great Britain to stand aside while 
France was dragged into war and de- 
stroyed. 

“To permit the ruin of France would 
be a crime against liberty and civiliza- 
tion. Even those of us who question the 
wisdom of the policy of continental 
ententes or alliances would refuse to see 
France struck down by a foul blow, dealt 
in, violation of treaty.

“ We observe that varied German apol- 
ogies, official and sem!-official, admit that 
their country has been false to its pledged 
word, and dwell almost with pride on the 
frightfulnese of the examples by which it 
has sought to spread terror in Belgium, 
But they excuse ali these proceedings 
by a strange and novel plea. 

“German culture and civilization are 
so superior to those of other nations, they 
contend, that all steps taken to assert 
them are? justified, and the destiny of 
Germany to be the dominating force of 
Europe and the world is so manifest that 
ordinary rules of morality do not hold in 
her case. 

“These views, tnculcated upon the 
present generation of Germans by many 
celebrated historians and teachers, seem 
to us both dangerous and insane. Many 
of us have dear friends in Germany. 
Many regard German culture with the

LITTLE CHANGE ON FRONT. 

The text of an official communication 
made public during the afternoon fol- 
lows:

“Second—On the center between 
Berry-au-Bac, on the Aisne, and the 
Argonne, the situation shows no change.

„Our progress is of necessity slow, but 
our troops are animated by a spirit of 
offensive action and they are giving evi- 
dence of vigor and enthusiasm. They 
have repulsed with success the counter- 
attacks undertaken by the enemy both 
during the day and at night. The morale 
of the French soldiers is excellent.” 

Berry-au-Bae is miles north- 
west of Reims and about twenty-five 
miles east of Solasons. Btain is twelve 
miles to the northeast of Vedun and 
Thiancourt is twenty-eight miles south - 
east of the same place. 


TEUTONS IN GOOD PLACE.

BELGIANS REMAIN ACTIVE. 

In Belgium there has been a continua- 
tion of skirmishes which have been a 
feature of the war since the Germans ad- 
vanced into France, with advances and 
withdrawals as daily occurrences. For 
example, the Germans yesterday reoc- 
eupied Termonde only to leave it this 
morning. 
Besides the eastern portion of the 
country the Germans hold the line almost 
to Tournai, in the department of Hain- 
aut, thus preventing the Belgians from 
going too far in their harrying tactics on 
the German troops proceeding to France. 
‘Thus far, however, the Belgian army has 
fulfilled its allotted part by keeping at 


least one division from going to the as- 


sistance of the arme on the Aisne. 
BATTLE OF BRAINE. 
. NEAR BRAINE, ON FRENCH 
LEFT CENTER, via Paris, Sept. 17. 
There is an incessant roar of artillery 
along the entire line of battle in the 
vicinity of Braine, where, for the last 
four days, the great forces of tke allies 


and the Germans have been in close | 


grips. 

The field itself over which the armies 
are fighting is broken; consequently there 
is comparatively little visible evidence 
of the terrific struggle in progress, al- 
though hundreds of thousands of men are 
engaged in this vicinity. 

Detachments of artillery from the al- 
lied front fire shells with great rapidity 
at the German positions. 

' GERMAN GUNs HIDDEN. 

Overhead French and British aero- 
planes are flying hither and thither en- 
deayoring to locate the positions of the 
big German guns. These, however, are 
so well masked that their emplacement 
has not yet been discovered and they con- 
tinhe ineessantly to launch their great 
projectiles in the direction of the allied 
forces, 

German aeroplanes appear to have van- 
ished from the scene of action. For about 
a week none bas been observed, and Brit- 
ish sharpshooters declare that they have 
accounted for so many that the others 
now hesitate to take the air. 

The er mae 

apparently are adept at 
digging themselves in, and the ground 
favors them, so that they have made 
their position extremely strong. Ther 
tore the allies who are delivering the at- 
tack will have a‘ hard task to advance. 

It appears, however, that the French 
and British have gained some ground at 
the western end of the battle, but slowly. 
Nowhere have the allies receded an inch. 
On the eastern end owing to the nature 
of the country they occupy an excellent 
position permitting them, with the favor

REFREAT STEADY 
UNTIL GERMANS 
TURN AT AISNE 


British Officer Describes 
Advance of Allies Who Were 
Only Slightly Resisted. 


FOES IN GOOD POSITION 


LONDON, Sept. 17.~An account of the 
operations of the British army in France 
and of the French armies in immediate 
touch with it during the period from Sept. 
10 to 13, written by an officer attached 
to Field Marshal Sir John French's staff, 
was issued tonight by the official press 
bureau. The account follows: 

Since Thursday, Sept. 10, the British 
army, in codéperation with the French, 
made steady progress in its endeavor to 
drive back the enemy. The country 
across which it had to force its way and 
over which it will have to fight in the 
near future is undulating and covered 
with patches of thick wood. 

Within the area which faced the Brit- 
ish before the advance commenced, right 
up to Laon, the chief feature of tactical 
importance is that there are six rivers 
running across the direction of the ad- 
vance, at all of which it was possible the 
Germans might makea stand. These are, 
in order from the south, the Marne, 
Ourea, Vesle, Aisne, Ailette, and Oise. 


Real Resistance at the Aisne. 
The enemy held the line of the Marne, 
which was crossed by our forces on Sept. 
9, as a purely rear guard operation. Our 
passage of the Ourcg, which here runs 
almost due east and west, was not con- 
tested. The Vesle was only lightly held, 
while.resistance along the Aigne, both 
against the French and British, has been 
and still is of a determined character. 
“On Friday, Sept. 11, little opposition 
was met along any part of our front and 
the direction of the advance was, for the 
purpose of codperating with our allies. 
turned slightly to the northeast. The day 
was passed in rushing forward and gath- 
ering in various hostile detachments. By 
nightfall our forces had Peached a line 
north of the Oureq, extending from 
Oulchy-Le-Chateau to Longpont. 


General Advance of French. 
On this day there also was a general 
advance of the French along their whole 
line which ended in a substantial success, 
in one portion of the field Duke Albrecht 
of Wurtemberg’s army being driven back 
across the Saulx, and elsewhere the 
whole of the corps artillery of a German 
corps being captured. Several German 
colors also were taken. 

“It was only on this day that the full 
extent of the victory gained by the allies 
on Sept. 8 was appreciated by them and 
the moral effect of this success has been 
enormous. 

“ An order dated Sept. 6 and 7 issued 


i by the commander of the German Sev- 


enth corps was picked up. It stated that 
the great object of the war was about to 
be attained, since the French were going 
to accept battle, and that upon the result 
of this battle would depend the issue of 
the war and the honor of the German 
armies. 


Germans Make Heroic Effort. 
“It seems probable that the Germans 
not only expected to find that the Hritisn 
army was beyond the power of assuming 
the offensive for some time but counted 
on the French having been driven back 
onto the line of the Seine, and that, 
though surprised to find the latter mov- 
ing forward, against them after they had 
crossed the Marne, they were in no wise 
deterred from making a great effort. 
“On Saturday, Sept. 12, the enemy 
were found to be occupying a formidabie 
position opposite us on the north of the 
line at Soissons. They had both sides of 
the river and an entrenched line on the 


the Aisne, within our section of the front. 
Seven of the former and both of the lat- 
ter had been demolished. 


Foes in Artillery Duel. 
“ Working from the west to the east, 
our third army corps gained some high 
ground south of the Aisne, overlooking 
the Aisne valley, to the east of Soissons. 
Here a long range artillery duel be- 
tween our guns and those of the French 
on our left and the enemy's artillery on 
the hills continued during the greater part 
of the day and did not cease until nearly 
midnight. The enemy had a large num- 
ber of heavy howitzers in well concealed 


“ The vement of this army corpse 
was effected in codperation with the 
French sixth army, on our left, which 
gained the southern haif of the town dur- 
ing the night. 

The Second army corps did not cross 
the Aisne. The First army corps got 
over the river Vesle, to the south of the 
Aisne, after the crossing had been se- 
cured by the First cavalry division. It 
then reached a line south of Aisne prac- 
tically without fighting. 


Battle of Braisne. 
“ At Braisne the first cavalry division 
met with considerable opposition from in- 
fantry and machine guns holding the 
town and guarding the bridge. With the 
aid of some of our infantry, it gained pos- 
session of the town about middey, driv- 
ing the enemy to the north. Some hun-

Germans Quick to Surrender. 
During the last three or four days 
many isolated parties of Germans have 
been discovered hiding in the numerous 
woods a long way behind our line. Asa 
rule they seemed glad to surrender, and 
the coridition of some of them may be 
gathered from the following incident: 
“An officer proceeding along the road 
in charge of a number of led horses re- 
ceived information that there were some 
of the enemy in the neighborhood. He 
gave the order to charge, Whereupon three 
German officers and 106 men surrendered. 
„At Senlis immediately on his arrival 
a proclamation was issued by the com- 
mander of a division. The main points 
were that all arms were to be handed in 
at the town hall at once; that all civilians 
found with arms would be shot at once; 
no person was to be in the street after 
dark; no lights were to be maintained in 
the houses or the streets; the doors of all 
houses were to be left open and the in- 
habitants were not to collect in groups. 
Any obstruction of the German troops or 
the threatening of them immediately 
would be punishable by death. 

„ At Villers Cotterets, the mayor ap- 
pears to have behaved judiciously and 
though supplies far in excess of the capa- 
bilities of the place were demanded, the 
town was not seriously damaged. . 

„The Germans evacuated the place on 
Sept. 11 in such haste that they left be- 
hind a large amount of the bread requisi- 
tioned. 

“It was stated. by the inhabitants that 
the enemy had destroyed and abandoned 
fifteen motor lorries, seven guns and 
ammunition wagons.

The British foreign secretary said Dng- 
land wanted no temporary truce, but a 
permanent peace, and one that would 
safeguard it against sudden attacks such 
as Germany had made. 


May Act in a Few Days. 

The general belief in well informed cir- 
cles tonight was that the president, after 
waiting a few days for more information 
from Berlin, probably would instruct the 
American ambassadors at London, Paris, 
and Petrograd to communicate what the 
German imperial chancellor had said to 
Ambassador Gerard. 

It was believed the ambassadors wouid 
be asked to reiterate the wish of the 
American government to be of service in 
bringing about peace, and to point out 
the readiness of the United States to 
communicate to Germany and Austria 
any statement of terms which the allies 

might care to make. 

Diplomatists were disposed to believe 
that through such informal convérsa- 
tions something definite in the. way of 
peace terms might yet be obtained as-a 
working basis. 


— Plan to Be Followed.

Serbs Decimate Croatian Regiment 

VENICE, via Paris, Sept. 17.—Reports 
received here from trustworthy sources 
indicate that the situation of the Austrian 
troops in Galicia is most precarious. 

During the fighting along the Servian 
frontier the Croatian regiments suffered 
enormous losses. Owing to their racial 
hatred of the Servians they were chosen 
to lead the first attack. They did not wait 
for the support of their artillery, but 
rushed blindly against the Servians. As 
a consequence they fell in masses before 
the Servian fire. 


Repulse of Austrians Denied. 

COPENHAGEN, via London, Sept. 17. 
—Reports that the Austrians attempted 
to cross the river Drina with 90,000 men, 
but were repulsed with great losses, are 
declared to be untrue, from official Aus- 
tro-Hungarian sources.

MANY POLES IN 
KAISER’S LIST OF 
DEAD IN PRUSSIA 


Battle Hard Against Gzar; 
New Casualty Record 
Numbers 4,563, 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 17.—An offi- 
cial casualty list published today shows 
4,563 names. 

Mention is made of the hard fighting 
evidenced on the part of German-Polish 
regiments in east Prussia. For example, 
three companies of the Fifty-ninth in- 
fantry, stationed at Soldau, lost 356 men. 
The Forty-seventh infantry, with head- 
quarters at Posen, suffered 26%cagual ties. 
A majority of both regiments are Polish. 

A battalion of the One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth infantry, etationed at 
Strassburg, lost 340 men, one company 
alone losing seven officers and 114 men. 


Many Officers Among Killed. 

A battalion of the One Hundred and 
Forty-second infantry of Baden-Baden 
reported the loss of ten officers and 249 
men. Two battalions of the One Hundred 
and Forty-third infantry, stationed at 
Strassburg, lost thirteen officers and 498 
men. 

The total of the published German cas- 
ualties to date are 35,786 killed, wounded, 
or missing. 


Major General Killed. 

Maj. Gen. Nieland was killed while lead- 
ing his brigade in a street fight in a 
French city on Aug. 27. Count Kirch- 
bach, commander of the Tenth reserve 
corps, died on Sept. 3. 

Gen. Hindenberg’e advance in east 
Prussia is described as having progressed 
to such an extent that a regulation con- 
cerning the importation of Ruasian cattle, 
which are being used for the army, ie be- 
ing issued. 

Empress Augusta Victoria today visited 
the hospital named for her and conversed 
with the wounded officers and men.

House Republicans Meet To- 
night to Condemn Demo- 
cratic Revenue Bill. 


MEASURE DRAWN UP. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special.} 
~The Republicans of the house will meet 
in conference tomorrow night to discuss 
the Democratic war revenue bill. They 
will condemn the measure on the ground 
that if the Democrats had handied pub- 
lic expenditures properly there would 
have been no necessity for emergency 
revenue legislation. 

Whether the Republicans will decide to 
vote against the bill in a body has not 
been determined. That they will berate 
the Democrats for supposed extrava- 
gances is assured. 


Submits Bill Today. 

Chairman Underwood of the ways and 
means committee tomorrow will submit 
to the Democratic members of that or- 
ganization a tentedive draft of the rev- 
enue bill. The bill comprises all of the 
features of schedule A of the war revenue 
act of 1898, together with the specific 
levies on beer, wines, gasoline, and to- 
bacco licenses embodied in the resolution 
passed by the Democratic caucus on Tues 
day 

Whether schedule A of the old law will 
be enacted in its entirety will be decided 
tomorrow. This schedule, which provides 
taxc~ on ail forms of negotiable paper, 
yielded = 1889 approximately $36,000,000. 

It is estimated by the secretary of the 
treasury that in view of the growth of 
business in the country and the increase 
in population the same taxes would pro- 
duce about $43,000,000 a year. 


Thinks Estimate Too High. 

Chairman Underwood does not agree 
with this estimate. He claims that it is 
too high. Mr. Underwood points out that 
a large part of the yield of schedule A 
in 1899 came from taxes imposed on trans- 
actione in stock exchanges. These ex- 
changes are now closed and probably will 
remain closed indefinitely, thus cutting 
off revenue from that source for the 
preeent. 

This may force the committee to in- 
crease rates on certain other forms of 
negotiable paper. 

Mr. Underwood is of the opinion that it 
will only be necessary to obtain a little 
more than $36,000,000 from the stamp 
taxes. The rest of the $100,000,000 need- 
ed will be raised by increased tax on beer 
{from $1 to $1.50 a barrel), the tax of 12 
cents a gallon on dry wines, and 20 cents 
a gallon on sweet wines, the tax of 2 
cents a gallon on gasoline, and a few 
other imposts enumerated in the caucus 
resolution.

Brazil Refuses Clearance

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.— [Special. 
~The merchant marine issue between 
Great Britain and the United States was 
made clear today. 

It was brought to the surface by the 
action of the Brazilian government in 
withholding clearance papers from the 
tramp

to American registry while at Rio de 
Janeiro. Thus the grounds of the Eu- 
ropean objections to the American scheme | 
for the creation of a merchant marine | 
and the defense to be offered by the 
United States became definite. 


Hope Brazil Will Yield, 

In the case of the Robert Dollar no fur- 
ther information was obtainable. The 
state department still hopes to persuade 
the Brazilian government to grant this 
vessel clearance as an American vessel. 
It feels that since the Robert Dollar is 
owned by an American, without any ques- 
tion of its ownership being involved, this, 
at least, would not be a case on which 
protest against a transfer of registry 
could be made. 

But much stronger grounds for objec- 
tion, It is said, would exist in other cases, 
for instance in the purchase of German 
merchantmen by the United States. 

In this connection there is cited a de- 
cision of the Supreme court of the United 
States in the case of a vessel used by the 
confederate government as a commerce 
destroyer whicu was sold to a British 
merchant and was seized by an American 
‘warship while it was serving as a mer- 
chant vessel under British registry. 


Had Military Status. 

The Supreme court, held that since this 
vessel, the Georgia, had had a military 
character and was available for military 
purposes in the future, even though it had 
been dismantied, its guns removed, and 
it had been completely restored to its 
original character as a merchant vessel, 
its transfer to British registry did not 
make it immune from seizure by Ameri- 
can warships. 

The German vessels, it is said, have a 
distinct military status. since they are 
part of the German naval reserve and 
enjoy a subvention from the German 
government for that purpose. 

A second ground cited for objection 
against purchase of German veseels is 
that it would assist Germany financially, 
and also that these vessels are now a 
drain upon Germany, since their crews 
and port dues must be paid.

A study of a year’s work of the United 
Charities, just completed, covering the 
characteristics of 16,000 families. shows 
| that in only 216 out of 16,000 families was 

idleness or ehiftleseness a factor in the 
downfall of the family. In forty-ex cases 

incompetence was a factor. Moral defi- 

_clency played a larger part, as it was pres- 
ent in 449 families, while in 205 cases the 
heads of families begged or sent children 
out to do 80. 

It is true, according to the report, that 
intemperance plays a large part in bring- 
ing about destruction in family lite, but 
that it is the greatest factor is disproved 
by the figures. The report shows there 
were 1,237 cases of intemperance. 

67,097 Visits Made. 

Unfortunate conditions present in cases 
of distress, euch as subnormality, are 
rated at 256 instances, while insanity 
eases stand at 281. These disabilities, 
however, are not chargeabie ae“ ornery " 
tendencies in the report. 

Over 67,007 visite were made in behalf 
of the families aided during the year, 
aside from visits made by volunteers at- 
tached to the staff of the United Char-

Spaniards, 
Dutch, English, Russians, Poles, Bole- 
mians, but especially the French, have 
drenched our soil with each others’, with 
their own, and with our blood for cen- 
turies. That was when the sport of 
kings was played, if you like, and we 
were the playground. 

“Finally we Germans became self- 
conscious. We realized after a long, 
long time that we must fight beside each 
other, not against each other for one 
party of invaders or another. Prussia 
was the nucleus whence this spirit 
Spread over what is now the empire. 
Napoleon’s iron heel trod its iron into 
our souls, and with tears and mistakes 
and blood we slowly made progress. In 
1870.71 under the first Emperor Wil- 
helm—the Great. we call him—and Bis- 
marek, the German empire was born. In 
commerce, arts, and science, the works 
of peace, it has grown, perhaps as fast as 
your own country, certainly faster than 
any other.” 

“Certainly faster than ours in the

merce and science.”

We went into Belgium as a mat- 
ter of military necessity in a fight for 
our lives.” 

May I interject,” 1 asked, that the 
German invasion of Belgium was not 
particularly popular in the United 
States?” 

“I know it,”’ he answered, and Il am 
sorry. It was not particularly popular 
here, either. But self-preservation is the 
first law. You know, for instance, that 
mobilization means war—and why——” 

“ Why?" I asked. 


HAD TO STRIKE FIRST. 


“Because jt's like winding up a 
great spring that must unwind. The 
reserves leave their work and put on 
uniforms and shoulder guns and take 
the trains to the frontier one behind 
the other. Then the first ones at the 
frontier cross it to make room for the 
ones behind, to carry the war in the 
enemy’s country, to hit him first. Ger- 
many can mobilize in a week, France 
in a fortnight, Russia in four or six 
weeks. If, after we mobilized, we 
waited while the diplomats talked and 
the other countries. were using that 
time to mobilize against us we would 
lose our ‘advantage, and we can af- 
ford to lose ho advantage in a war at 
two frontiers, with England on the 
sea; yet we waited five days after we 
knew Russia had begun its mobiliza- 
tion before we began ours; five days 
we were risking our safety in the hope 
of peace. Then when we saw war 
with Russia must come we demanded 
categorically from France an answer 
as to whether she would observe neu- 
trality and received their answer from 
our ambassador Aug. 1 at 1:05 p 

I quote the official document: ‘ Upon 
my repeated definite inquiry whether 
France would remain neutral in the 
event of a Russo-German war the 
prime minister declared France would 
do that which her interests dictated.’ 


FRANCE’S MEANING CLEAR. ’ 


“In the language of diplomacy, and 
considering France's alliance with Rus- 
sia, that could have but one meaning, 
and so we knew we must strike as hard 
and as quickly as possible at France. 
The way in which we could strike 
France hardest and quickest was 
through Belgium, and hence we took 
that way. If Belgium had permitted 
us free passage we would have paid cash: 
for every mouthful and left its territory 
intact. But Belgium chose to appeal to 
the God of battles and must abide by 
the result. With Russia on one side 
and France on the other and England 
on the oceans, what else could we do 
but strike as hard and as quickly as 
we could? Let history decide which 
was the most necessitous, and hence ex- 
cusable—our invasion of Belgium, or 
England's of the Transvaal.” 

“But "—I reverted to the horror of 
it all—‘“ all this for the murder of a 
royal couple in Austria? Why must 
millions die for them now? ‘They are 
already dead and cannot return to life.” 


CITES ALLEGORY N v. 8. 


“Suppose,” said he, “that the Mexicans 
had been conducting an anti-American 
campaign along your southern bound- 
ary for thirty years with the object of 
detaching Arizona and New México from 
the United States and returning them to 
Mexico, suppose this propaganda was 
connected with the open connivance of 
the Mexican government and press and 
with the active assistance of Mexican 
army officers. Suppose then that the 
next highest official in your country, a 
man who corresponded to a combination 
of vice president, secretary of state, and 
general in the army, were sent to the 
troubled region on a political mission to 
report on what steps should be taken to 
quell this propaganda, and suppose fur- 
ther that he was there assassinated with 
his wife by a Mexican with bombs manu- 
factured in a Mexican government 
arsenal and furnished him by Mexican 
officials and army officers, and suppose, 
as I have said, this was not an outrage 
but the culmination of thirty years of 
anti-American attack, then would the 
American people consider a punitive ex- 
pedition against Mexico unreasonable? 
J rather think not. They would in- 
sist on it. The arrest of six American 
marines resulted in your capture of Vera 
Cruz, did it not? The blowing up of the 
Maine, by causes yet unknown, in the 
taking of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Phil- 
ippines? Yet Austria did not wish to take 
any of Servia. It officially agreed not to 
do so. It wanted only a cessation of this 
n-Servian propaganda of the bomb. 
It it did not insist on that it must abdi- 
cate its very sovereignty in its own terri- 
tory.” 

“ Then why not let them fight it out?’ 


RUSSIA FORCED ACTION. 


Heaven knows that we wanted to 
let them fight it out—and the fight 
would, as I said, hav® simmered down 
to a punitive expedition. But Russia 
refused. Against our prayers Russia 
insisted on taking the side of the Serba, 
the Slavs against our allies. So we had 
no alternative.”

GERMANY HAD TO OBJECT. 

“TI suppose,” he smiled again, it 
is natural for us Germans to consider 
first how we ourselves would suffer if 
the Slav pressed westward into Ger- 
many. How the world would suffer 
by our extinction? That is a question 
rather for the philosopher than the poli- 
tician. Politicians and people gencr- 
ally object to their own extinction, and 
if they don’t object strenuously enough 
they are not fit to live and do not live 
as a sovereign people. But to answer 
your question. The Slav civilization 
is lower, more brutal, more primitivé, 


and less complex than ours in E 
ake little mention 


many or yours in America. ‘The indi- | 
vidual Slav is less an individual tan 
the individual Teuton. He is more of 
an undifferentiated specimen of a great | 
agglomerate mass. He is one of a 
herd, a single insect in a swarm. Of | 


course, this is true of all of us, in a | 


measure, but it is truer of orientals | 
than of westerners, and never forget 
the Slav is always a _ semi-oriental. 
Perhaps the Japanese have really a 
finer civilization than you. Personally 
I do not think so, but perhaps time 
will say they have. However, be that 
as it may, you in America would re- 
sist fiercely a Japanese attempt fo sup- 
plant your civilization with theirs. So 
have we and do we and will we resent 
the attempt to supplant in any terri- 
tory now held by Germans our civili- 
zation by that of the Slavs.” 

Was Japan's entrance into the war 
against you a surprise?

SEES JAPAN OUR RIVAL. 

“ How long do you think Japan would 
hold her hand from you,” he answered 
my question with another.

England, sowed 
dragons’ teeth,” he said, dragons’ teeth 
for the white skins — Asia for the 
Asiatics’ is written on the bearts of all 
the Japanese.

*“ Japan is supposed to guarantee India 
to England,“ he answered. 

And you doubt her good faith!“ 

“IT am firmly convinced that Japan 
will maintain her faith with England as 
long as England doesn’t need her help. 
But should England find a Macedonian 
hour in India or the Malay peninsula— 
ah! that we cannot tell till the event.”

Deplore Attitude of Press. 

Ve deplore the attitude of a large part 
of the American press in publishing Eu- 
ropean reports which are known to be ex- 
parte and misleading. 

“ Therefore we ask the American press 
to make every possible effort to pubdlish 
the official reports of the Wolf bureau 
of Berlin and the Reuter bureau of Lon- 
don, so as to give the American public 
both sides in the present conflict.“

This is not an- 
ticipated tonight. 


Dunne Writes State Planks.

South America to Be Divided 
Into Three Parts with 
Branch House for Each. 


DEAL IN RAW MATERIALS 


The $2,500,000 export company, which 
is being organized in Chicago for busi- 
ness between the United States and South 
America, has announced its plan of op- 
esation. The whole of South America 
is to be divided into three parts with a 
branch of the company in each of the 
sections. 

Under the direction of F. R. McMullin 
cf the Association of Commerce, the or- 
ganization of the company is progress- 
ing rapidly and it is expected that it 
will be in operation before the first of 
tne coming year.

War Affects Silk Trade.

“ This war is brought home in a par- 


tculariy intimate manner,” the report 
rays, to the silk trade, as many of those 
connected with it have gone to their na- 
tive countries to jointheircolors. Prob- 
ably there are few other trades which 
contain so many men of Frensh, Japan- 
ese, and German birth. 
It is to be born in mind also that one- 
fifth of the silk merchandise consumed 
in the United States is imported from 
foreign countries, especially from France, 
Japan, and Germany, and two-thirds of 
our raw Alk comes from Japan. 
The sudden cutting off of the Euro- 
rean supply of silk will undoubtedly turn 
Canada and South America to the mar- 
kets of the United States for their sup- 
py.”

BEGS NORTH S AID 
TO SAVE COTTON 


South Carolina Editor Points 
Out Necessity of Obtain- 


ing Money. 
URGES “BUY A BALE.” 


An appeal has been made through J. K. 
Breedin, editor of the Herald of Manning. 
S. C., for the readers of Tun Trisuns ip 
the north to help the south save its cot- 
ton. 

The cotton is being offered at 10 cents a 
pound, or 880 for a bale weighing 500 
pounds. Mr. Breedin asserts that it is 
extremely improbable that the citton will 
ever go lower, as that represents the cost 
of harvesting it. 


Fears Curtailment of Orders. 

Mr. Breedin points out that unless some 
money from the north is put in circulation 
down south there will be a sharp curtail- 
ment of demand for manufactures, and 
heavy cancellations. His letter, in part, 
follows: 

“ We are in trouble and the outlook is 
dark. It is impossible for the force that 
plants and tends, to pick the cotton, in 
many localities, and for years it has been 
customary to pay cash for the picking, or 
part cash and part credit on account for 
advances, both being reckoned by the 
number of pounds picked, or, ordinarily. 
50 cents a hundred. Many a negro cau 
pick 300 pounds a day, and negro families 
frequently earn $4 a day. 

When a negro has consumed all that 
he can get on his crop in advance, and he 
knows that his crop, when marketed, will 
not pay his debt, he will, possibly of neces. 
sity, pick for a white farmer and get cash. 


Can’t Borrow More Money. 

“The lien merchant must nave that 
crop picked if he is not to lose all that 
he has advanced from before the time of 
plowing to the present. His problem 
then, is to get further advances from 
the banks to spend in cotton picking, be- 
cause no cotton is being marketed and 


banks have lent all they had and can only 
renew notes at best. 

That is the condition in the rural dis 
tricts. Counting the ‘overhead’ in tho 
cost of production, as is necessary, cotton 
costs the farmer 10 cents a pound. North- 
ern people might help by buying cotton. 
The ‘ buy a bale’ movement is gaining. 
You can buy a 500 pound bale of cotton for 
$50, have it tsored and insured in a re 
sponsible warehouse for 26 cents a month, 
and use the recejpt as collateral. 

“If northern people will appreciably 
help us, the situation will be greatly im- 
proved. A few dollars taken from a say- 
ings fund may mean little to you, but it 
may mean much to some struggling farm- 
er whose toil and sweat have yielded 1 
magnificent harvest, for which there is 
no present demand because of the war 
in Europe.”

It is true that nothing Mr. Bennett presents can 
disprove such allegations as the Belgian commission 
formally submitted to President Wilson. The fact 
that many thousands of German officers and soldiers 
came under Bennett s observition and, with insig- 
nificant exceptions, conducted themselves in an ene 
my country with scrupulous and courteous regard 
for the rights of noncombatants proves general good 
conduct, but it does not remove any specific evidensxs 
of inhumanity. 

What it does of importance fs to correct the dan- 
gerous habit of reasor‘ng from specific Incidents to 
general conclusions. It would be infamous if Amer- 
icans were allowed to form the opinion that the 
Germans had become Apaches. It would be equally 
infamous if German reports were allowed to con- 
vince Americans that Belgians were “ ferocious can- 
nibals.” The war would be hopelessly disastrous if 
it made such hateful additions to the sum total of 
human prejudice and error. 

Germans now are indulging in the very practice 
they resent. They are bringing in official indict- 
ments of the Russians, publishing Incidents of a 
barbarous character to prove that their conflict is 
with an inhuman nation 

Such tactics will not serve. The old platitude that 
nations cannot be indicted must have and will get 
new life. We need only remember that if southern

ENRI CARTON DE WIART, min- 
ister of justice of Belgium, who is 
heading the embassy sent by King 
Albert to the United States, which 
laid before the president at Wash- 

ington a record of the alleged outrages 
-perpetrated by the Germans in his do- 
minions, comes from a distinguished Bel- 
gian family and bears a name that is 
known far beyond the borders of his na- 
tive land. 

His father was the distinguihsed Bel- 
gian jurist who endowed the kingdom of 
Siam with a code of criminal! and civil 
laws on western lines, his memory being 
honored to this day in Siam and indeed 
throughout the far east beyond that of 
almost any other foreigner. 

His brother, Leon Carton de Wiart, d- 
vides his time between England, where 
he: has a country place in Surrey, and 
Egypt, where for the last thirty years he 
has been the leader of the bar in the inter- 
national courts and the representative of 
the khedive and of the British government 
in all sorts of contentious matters. 

His son Adrian, a captain of the Fourth 
regiment of the dragoon guards of the 
British army, is married to the eldest 
daughter of Prince and Princess Charles 
Fugger of Badenhausen. The prince and 
the princess are members of some of the 
proudest of the mediatized houses of Eu- 
rope—that is to say, of the houses that 
have a right to mate with royalty on a 
footing of equality—and that they should 
have given their consent to the marriage 
of their daughter to Capt. Adrian Carton 
de Wiart shows the esteem ln which his 
family and his name are held everywhere 
in Burope.

That the infant son of Prince Arthur of 
Connaught and of his wife, the Duchess 
of Fife, should have received at his chris- 
tening the other day the name of Alastair 
as the first of a long line of Christian 
names and the semil-official announce- 
ment to the effect that he is to be known 
from henceforth as Alastair, constitute 
a new departure in the annals of the sov- 
ereign house of Engtand. 

The name of Alastair will be sought 
there in vain, and it is necessary to go 
back to the history of Scotland prior to 
the reign of the ill-fated Queen Mary to 
find any precedent for its use by royalty. 

It is the Gaelic form of Alexander and 
has been given to the child in memory 
of his maternal grandfather, the late 
Duke of Fife, whose first name wae Ala- 
stair, although it figures as Alexander4dn 
most of the standard Peerages.”’ 

There ts a considerable amount of doubt 
as to whether the little boy of the Prince 
and Princess Arthur of Connaught is « 
prince or a commoner. 

Strictly speaking the royal status ceases 
in the fourth generation from the throne. 
According to this rule, the child would 
rank merely as the eldest son of a duchess 
in her own right and would be known by 
the courtesy title of Marquis of Macduff, 
or by one of the minor and nonducal tities 
of his paternal grandfather, the Duke of 
Connaught, such as, for instance, the 
Baril of Sussex. But it is probable that

Arthur Balfour was chief secretary, he 
won the nickname of Petber the Pack- 
er by his zeal for packing juries, and on 
one occasion was severely censured by 
the then lord chief justice for having de- 
nounced the counsel opposed to him, Wal- 
ter Boyd, Q. C., as a damned coward,” 
and for having challenged him to come 
out of court and fight the matter out with 
our fists.”

Asked for 2 comparison of Chicago with 

as twe cities appear to an 
engineer, Mr. Arnold singled out one ad- 
vantage possessed by the English city. 
The only thing London is far ahead of 
us on,” he said, “its in the method of 
handling light freight and I doubt that 
the method would be applicable over here. 
The advantage comes from the use of 
small freight cars and mall trains. They 
can be handled so much more easily and 
rapidly than our equipment. 

“ When a suburban grocer needs flour 
he telephones to London today, the flour 
is loaded on à car and is at his door to- 
morrow morning. Those light cars are 
swung into a house and turned around, 
sent from one floor to another by elevator 
and even picked up by cranes and 
dumped. 


Heavy Freight Hauled on Water. 

“This method of operation fits their 
needs, as almost all their heavy freight is 
handled by water. They have no im- 
mense train loads of grain and such 
things as we have here.” 

Mr. Arnold had a number of old friends 
among the officials of the several corpora- 
tions whose equipment he inspected and 
said he spent a busy two weeks that should 
prove of benefit to Chicago. 

“London has nothing to teach us on 
terminals,“ he sadi, although they ad- 
mit that through routing is advisable, a 
point not reached by some engineers in 
America. The finest terminal I saw was 
at Edinburgh, where they through route— 
three through tracks passing the station 
on each side. In London they are plan- 
ning to through route their underground 
trains, eliminating the inner circle now 
in operation.” 


Discusses Motor Buses. 

He said one of the reasons motor buses 
had competed successfully against the 
tramways in English cities was that they 
were able to through route. He was not 
prepared to say that Chicago is ready for 
motor buses. 

Over there,” he explained, they get 
a great deal of short haul business and 
are filled to capacity all the time, while 
here most of the fares would be for the 
greater part of the distance of the route, 
just as we now see on the street car 
lines. Good pavements are a necessity 
for motor buses and in Chicago their op- 
eration would have to be confined almost 
entirely to the park and boulevard eys- 
tems, so that the business would be a 
pleasure enterprise more than a commer- 
cial one.” |

RELY ON RESERVE SYSTEM 


Federal Board Members Fore- 
see Return of Prosperity. 


SCHEME IN EFFECT SOON. 


Say Details Will Be Complete Next 
Moath; Suggest Changes. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[(Special.} 
That financial conditions in the United 
States wil: be eased considerably and 
busineas activities quickened upon the 
establishment of the new federal reserve 
system was the substance of a statement 
made today before the house committee 
on banking and currency by Paul M. War- 
burg and three other members of the fed- 
eral reserve board. 

Mr. Warburg and his associates a- 
peared before the committee primarily 
to discuss the senate bill that proposes 
that state banks be permitted to fssue 
emergency currency on terms of equality 
with national banks. 

Mr. Warburg made the statement that 
additional issues of emergency currency 
as proposed by the senate bill are unnec- 
essary, would do no good, and possibly 
cause damage by inflation. He testified 
further that there isan abundance of cur- 
rency in the country. but through lack of 
confidence it has been hoarded by. the 
banks and by individuals. 

Mr. Warburg gave the committee to un- 
Cerstand that the new system will be in 
operation about the middle of. October. 

Three important amendments to the 
reserve act were recommended. Onepro- 
vides that “the federal reserve board 
shall have power to permit member banks 
to carry in the federal reserve banks any 
portion of their reserves now required by 
section 19 of the act to be held in their 
own banks.“ 

The Second amendment authorizes the 
secretary of the treasury “ to devise and 
put into operation a system of clearances 
of national bank notes between the treas- 
ury, federal reserve banks, and for that 
purpose to designate federal reserve 
banks as agents of the United States.”

Aids to the Toothbrush.

ITHIN recent years the dissemi- 
nation of information with re- 
gard to the care of the teeth 
has driven home the fact that 
good, sound teeth are more than 
en adornment—they are a protector of 
| ealth. There has been a general awak- 
‘ Ming to the fact that more physical all- 
izents are due to neglected, decaying 
ieeth than to any one other cause. 
Certainly where the matter is of such 
‘reat importance, one should be willing 
to be careful of the teeth, even though 
‘uch duty require time and effort sev- 
eral times a day. The first and best way 
o keep down the dentist's bill is to have 
a tooth attended when a break in the 


half hour’s attention at such a time saves 
many dollars and aches later on.

The toothbrush is, of course, the first 
guardian of the health of the teeth. It 
should be used mornings, after each meal, 
and at night. By properly brushing the 
teeth, moving the brush up and down and 
not crosswise, all food particles are re- 
moved and the danger of decay from this 
cause is minimized. 
But the toothbrush is not everything. 
One should remember that nature did not

The diet should paver be limited to soft 


foods, which lodge between the teeth and 
set up a process of decay.

The true citron is a species of lemon 
rarely seen in the United States.

Lay in salted 
water for two hours; drain and soak in 
fresh iced water for a day, changing the 
water three times. Drain, and cook the 
citron tender in a gallon of fresh water 
to which you have added two teaspoons 
of powdered alum. Make a thick sirup 
of sugar and water, cup for cup, bring to 
a boil, and cook the drained rind in it f- 
teen minutes after the boil begins again.

HE teaching of the Bible in the pub- 

He schools as iWterature, but not 

as a means of imparting instruction 

in religion or as a means of devo- 

tion, was urged last evening by the 

Rey. Henry F. Cope, general secretary of 

the Religious Education society, who was 

one of the instructors at the Chicago 

Training institute for Sunday school 

workers at the Chicago and Presbyterian 

‘training school for city, home, and for- 

eign missions, East Fiftieth street and 
Indiana avenue. 


“To allow the Bible used in the public 


schools as a means of religious instruc- 
on.“ Dr. Cope said, “‘ means that Roman 
Catholics, Christian Scientists, Jews, 
teachers holding all shades of Protestant 
belief and those having no Christian belief 
at all, shall be religious instructors of 
our children. A knowledge of the Bible 
is essential to a knowledge of much of 
the best literature we study in the 


schools, and prejudice against its use as 


a book of religion ought not to preclude its 
study where a knowledge of it is essen- 
tial to the understanding of poems, es- 
pays, or history.” 

The training institute is the third an- 
nual institute conducted by the Cook 
County Sunday School association. The 
attendance has been about 400, composed 
chiefly of Sunday school workers from all 
parts of the city. 

‘The faculty of instruction is composed. 
‘of seventeen teachers, including pastors 
of various churches and heads of depart- 
ments of the Cook County Sunday School 
association. The Rev. Jesse S. Dancey, 
pastor of the Auburn Park Methodist 
Episcopal church, Is dean of the faculty 
and presided. The Rev. Ozora S. Davis. 
president of the Chicago Theological 
school, Congregational, gave a course of 
lectures on the Bible. Dr. H. H. Horne, 
professor of the history of education and 
the history of philosophy in New York 
university, New York, gave a course on 
peychology and methods of teaching.

that those discharged are innocent, then 
per cent Of all the 121,333 persons who 
were brought into the Municipal court for 
felonies, for misdemeanors, or for viola- 
tion of ordinances were innocent and 
should not have been brought into court 
at all; that is, more than 60,000 persons 
were brought into court needlessly. 
Nearly all of these persons had been 
arrested, ‘many thousands of them had 
spent hours atg@east in the police stations, 
many had spent weeks or months in the 
county jail. They had all had the hu- 
mation and expense of being arrested 


‘and tried, and the taxpayers had borne 


the cost of the police who arrested them, 
of the police stations or jails that had 
detained them, of the courts and judges 
and other court officials who had been 
part of the machinery that tried them.“ 


Three Per Cent Sentenced. 

“The next point of interest is that the 
percentage of those sentenced to impris- 
opment 1s about 3 per cent of the total 
number charged. This again emphasizes 
the fact that the machinery of courts 
and police are maintained largely for 
those who are discharged as innocent or 
for those whose offenses are not serious 
enough to deserve more than a fine. 

“Out of 100,711 persons arrested in 
1913, only 141 were sentenced to the 
county jail, 1,918 were sentenced to the 
nouse of correction, and 2,182 were held 
to the grand jury, altogéther 3 per cent 
of the total; and of those held to the 
grand jury [2.0 per cent], the propor- 
tion given prison sentences is about one- 
half. It seems beyond question, there- 
fore, that not more than three out of 
every 100 cases brought before the Mu- 
nicipal courts by the police department 
ure considered serious enough to be given 
sentences of imprisonment. 


Can’t Pay Fines; Jailed. 


‘*Another important and closely re- 
ted point is the fact that more than 
go per cent of the persons committed to 
the house of correction are there for the 
nonpayment of fines. The Municipal 
court statistics show that although only 
about 2.000 persons were sentenced to im- 
vrisonment. more than 12,000 others were 
committed to the house of correction for 
the nonpayment of fines. 

“That this system, which virtually 
sends men to jail because of their pov- 
‘erty, is not only unjust but demoralizing 
to the individual and costly to the state 
is ‘now becoming widely recognized. In 
many places the more enlightened sys- 
tem has been adopted of suspending sen- 
tence and sending the man back to his 
family and his job."

TO SETTLE FATE 
OF BOY SLAYERS 


Psychic Bureau to Pass On 
— Youths Defended as 
Morons. 


HANGING PERILS ONE 


For the first time since fts establish- 
ment, the municipal psychopathic labora- 
tory may be called upon to pass on a cap- 
ital case. Life or death may depend upon 
the ability of Dr. William J. Hickson, 
director of the laboratory, to measure the 
capacity of the human brain. The free- 
dom or imprisonment of four boys is at 
stake. All are charged with murder and 
the death penalty probably will be asked 
in the case of at least one of them. 

The boys were placed on trial yester- 
day in Judge Dever's court. They are: 


William Rahn, 17 years old, of 1836 


Edward Rahn, 21 years old, his 
brother. 

Anton Piatrowski, 18 years old, of 
1747 North Lincoln street. 

Phillip Krajecki, 19 years old, of 
1824 North Lincoln street. 


Lived in “Toughest” Zone. 

The boys were raised in an environ- 
ment characterized as the toughest on 
the northwest side. The sik youthful 
slayers of Fred Guelzow, the Bowman- 
ville truck farmer, four of whom paid 
for the brutal crime with their lives, were 
raised in the same neighborhood. 

On June 8 the four boys now on trial 
were passing a can of beer around in ap 
alley. One of them suggested that the 
younger Rahn boy go home and get his 
revolver. The latter consented and ro- 
turned with the weapon. A short while 
later John Polzin of 1926 North Winches- 
ter avenue passed the alley. One of the 
boys shot and killed him. According to 
the police, William Rahn confessed that 
he fired the shot. 


Defended as Morons. 

Clarence 8. Darrow, counsel for the 
Rahn brothers and Piatrowski, is basing 
his defense on the theory that their brains 
have not been fully developed and that 
they are incapable of distinguishing right 
from wrong. In other words, he con- 
tends that they are morons and irrespon- 
sible for their crime. He requested Dr. 
Hickson to make an examination of them 
and the latter has done so, but his finding 
will not be announced until he is called to 
the witness stand, 

Assistant State's Attorney W. W. Witty 
announced that he would fight the theory 
on the ground that Dr. Hickson’s testi- 
mony is not admissible into evidence un- 
less a plea of insanity is made. 

The jury was completed during the 
day and the hearing will begin this morn- 
ing.

Realizing Takes Edge Off 
‘Market; Big Receipts 
Check Demand. 


CORN FUTURES WEAKEN 


The wheat market was decidedly chop- 
py and nervous yesterday, frequent price 
changes occurring with the general tend- 
Final prices were 1%@2c 
lower. Offerings were heavy at times, 
but on the breaks there was good buying, 
and the market responded quickly to any 
buying demand. Armour wes credited 
with buying wheat, and commission 
houses bought quite freely on the de- 
clines. On the advances the selling was 
led by Logan-Bryan, Barrell, Clement- 
Curtis, Bartlett-Frazier, and J. Rosen. 
baum, Johnston-Mackenzie, Thomson- 
McKinnon, Noyes-Jackson, and Barrett 
were buyers. 

The Canadian official estimates give 
the wheat crop of the whole country at 
159,000,000 bu, against 232,000,000 bu last 
year, an average of 15 bu peracre, against 
20.81 bu last year. 


Fair Sales to Exporters. 

The cash demand was fair here, some 
of the shippers reporting a better inquiry. 
Sales were finally reported at 400,000 bu, 

mostly to exporters. It was said 1,000,000 
bu wheat was being loaded here for ship- 
ment this week. In the northwest the 
cash markets were a little firmer, and it 
was noticeable that the near months in all 
markets were relatively stronger than the 
May. Offerings from the country were 
reported moderate southwest and fair in 
the northwest.

Banks Take Under Aldrich- 
Vreeland Act Notes to the 
Value of $285,000,000. 


NEW YORK GIVEN MOST. 


Up to date the report of the treasury 
department shows that $285,000,000 of ad- 
ditional bank mote circulation has been 
taken out under the terms of the Aldrich- 


Vreeland act. The major part ot this hae 
gone to New York. Chicago banks have 
applied for $27,600,000, but have actually 
put into circulation about $18,000,000. — 

Banking interest in the notes hase be- 
gun to wane, inasmuch as the demands, 
so far as western banks are concerned, 
have practically ceased. The notes are 
not accepted as payment of balances 
among the banks, and when the notes of 
one bank appear in the day’s receipts of 
another they may be presented for re- 
demption to the issuing bank through 
the clearing house. In the latter case, 
as matters now stand, they are paid in 
clearing house certificates, which bear 7 
per cent interest. 


Small Need for New Notes. 
Except, therefore, as being useful in 


meeting small demamds for cash over the 
counter, the notes do not perform the 


function of money, and there is no great 
eagerness to take them out except to 
tide over an abnormal strfngency. The 
abnormal phase of the money demand— 
that is, the phase which finds expression 
in the hoarding of either cash or credit— 
has passed. It is now a matter of holding 
the situation steady and awaiting ex- 
pected favorable developments. 

Meantime, the treasury department at 
Washington is making a free construction 
of the Aldrich-Vreeland act, and allowing 
commercial paper to be used as collat- 
eral for bank notes to the extent of 125 
per cent of the capital and surplus of the 
applying bank. 


New York City Notes Accepted. 


The treasury department has also decided 
to accept the new 6 per cent notes of the city 
of New York as security for Aldrich-Vreeland 
currency. Originally the secretary of the 
treasury, in whose discretion the matter rests, 
decided against municipal notes of this nature 
as collateral on the grounds that they were not 
specially included in the previsions of the Ald- 
rich-Vreeland bill, 

It is not now apparent to local bankers just 
where the New York institutions wil] finish with 
the large volume of emergency currency with 
which they are crowding their vaults. But it 
is conceded they are making the strongest ef- 
fort possible to maintain the standing of the 
New York banks as a whole, and in doing so 
may depart somewhat from the usual reserve 
requirements. 


Peoples Gas Declines. 


Peopies Gas stock is selling around 106% 
against a price of 110, the final quotatior on the 
local stock exchange. At current quotations 
a fair demand is reported on the curb. 

It is probable the decline in price is due to a 
belief that the business of the company has 
falien off. The Commonwealth Edison com- 
pany, operating in the same territory, has 
laid off over 800 employés. The American 
Public Utilities company in its annual report 
issued yesterday notes a recent falling off in 
earnings.

The International Harvester corporation, the 
company whieh controls the foreign business 
of the International interests, yesterday passed 
the quarterly dividend of 1% per cent on the 
common stock. The regular dividend of K per 
cent was declared oh the common stock of the 
International Harvester Company of New Jer- 


The action of the board with reference to 
the Harvester comporation was anticipated, 
though the directors issued the following state- 
ment: 

At a result of the European war the busi- 
nets of this corporation in the combatant coun- 
tries is all at a standstill. Thus far no report 
of any damage to the plant properties has been 
received. 

From recent advices we believe the cor- 
poration's losses in the countries at war will 
be less than we at firet feared they would be. 
But the situation in Europe makes it practi- 
cally impossible to collect at the present time 
large portions of the money due us there. 

The volume of business secured to date 
under normal conditions would provide profite 
in excess of dividend requiremente, but In view 
of the exieting European conditions the di- 
rectors feel it would be unwiee now to declare 
a dividend on the common stock of the corpora- 
tion. 


American Public Utilities. 


The annual report of the board of directors 
of the American Public Utilities company wag 
issued yesterday. The company is a holding 
concern controlling a number of properties in 
the middie west. The pamphlet report sets 
forth fully the views of the directors.

New York Ascribes Decline to Pur- 
chases of City Notes—Sentiment 
on Curb Better. 


New York, Sept. 17.—Weakness of for- 
eign exchange, which fell to the lowest 
quotations simce the beginning of the 
war, was the most significant develop- 
ment in the general financial situation 
today. Cables on London declined to 
496%, and demand to 406, chiefly as a re- 
sult of buying of the new New York 
city notes. 

Grain bills were in better supply, and 
offerings of cotton bille on Berlin con- 
stituted a new feature of the exchange 
market, which embraced more activity in 
francs and pesetas. Gossip centered 
largely around the New York city loan 
and its attendant features. The most con- 
servative opinion was that Europe would 
take at least 20 per cent of the issue. 
Demand for private investors and big 
corporations such as the insurance com- 
panies was said to be gratifyingly large. 

The better sentiment extended to the 
curb, private sales of Standard Oil issues 
being reported at prices on a parity with 
those of July 80. Asa partial offset, how- 
ever, it was stated that bond prices were 
lower, fear of foreign liquidation in these 
securities being the most serious aspect.
